Tlie battle between the bootleggers 
and the ledcrnl men has long. been 
onn ot ingenuity and enterprise on 
both-aiden,-parllouiarly-ln- Iho-Dlxle 
hJlf counif}'. 

Several j-eam ago agcnU began 
using wAlklc- talkies. The moonshin- 
ers bought radio equipment them- 
selves to Intercept the agents' mes- 
sages nnd send warnings. The gov- 
ernment tried airplanes and. he"- 
copters. The booUeggers began heat- 
ing sUlLi with prapnne gas which 
ives out no telltale smoke. 
The government trained dogs to 
detect the odor of boiling mash. 
Moonshiners countered by training 
their own dogs to start lights with 
the approaching "mnali hounds." 
They also set shotgun boobytraps 
sUILs. 

The public has a big stake In 
catching moonshiners. For every gal- 
lon ot bootleg alcohol or whiskey 
sold. Uie govenunent loses up to 
SI0.SO In taxes. More than 13 million 
gallona ot untaxed liquor Is now sold 
cttch year— s lota of mora than lis 
million dollars. It must be made up 
by other taxes. 

Internal revenue officials admit 
booUcRBlng Li on the rise. In the 
13 months ended June 3D, a total ot 
H.4B0 stills were aelred. That was 
almost 3^0 more than in the pre- 
cedinR 13 months and nearly i.OK 
more than in 1030. 

Tho majority of them were In Ala 
bnmn, Pioridft, Oe'brRia, Mlnlaslppl. 
North Carol Ins, South Carol Ins, 
Tennessee.
